Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 30, 33 and 38 are allowed. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should 
the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an 
amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

AMMENDMENT to APPLICATION 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 

a) Regarding claim 30, line 6 

--a picture obtained- -has been changed to "a non-facsimile 
picture obtained" ; 

b) Regarding claim 33, line 5 

--message including a picture- -has been changed to "message 
including a non-facsimile picture"; 
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c) Regarding claim 38, line 6 

--message including. a picture--has been changed to "message 
including a non-facsimile picture"; 

d) Regarding claim 38, line 15 

. --associated with said telephone number- -has been changed 
to "associated with said at least one telephone number"; 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Breeden, U.S. Patent No. 4,994,797 (hereinafter Breeden) 
discloses. a method for alerting a message recipient, comprising, 
the steps of: 

initiating a message from a message originator (see units 
11, 12 and 13 from Figure 1) to a message recipient; 

receiving at a message center (see unit 10 from Figure 1) 
coupled to a communications network (see unit 15 from Figure 1) 
both message originator information provided automatically by 
the communications network as the caller ID identifying the 
telephone number of the message originator (see automatic number 
identification from column 7), and the data (see any further 
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message from column 2) obtained from the message originator 
prior to transmitting the caller ID to a wireless portable 
communication device (see paging receiver to be paged from 
column 4 ) ; and 

. causing the communications network to wirelessly 
transmitting the caller ID and the data from the message center 
to the wireless portable communication device (see The paging 
terminal 10 transmits the paging call to the required paging 
receiver from column 4) and 

receiving the wirelessly transmitted data and caller ID at 
the wireless portable communication device (see Figure 5) . 

Callaway et al, U.S. Patent No. 5,495,344 (hereinafter 
Callaway) discloses the data is a picture (see graphic 
information from abstract) . However, both Callaway and Breeden 
fall short of showing the picture is a non-facsimile picture. 
Additionally, neither Callaway nor Breeden disclose that the 
picture is received by the communication network. Consequently, 
claim 30 is allowed. 



On the issue of claims 33 and 38, Breeden discloses a 
wireless portable communication device (see Figure 3) for use by 
a message recipient for receiving ( data from a message originator 
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(see units 11, 12 and 13 from Figure 1) having a telephone 
number, comprising: 

a receiver (see unit 50 from Figure 3) operably coupled to 
receive a message from a message center (see unit 10 from Figure 
1) over a wireless connection (see unit 3 0 from Figure 1) , the 
message including data supplied by the message originator and 
caller ID automatically provided by a communications network 
that identifies the telephone number of the message originator, 
the message originator sending the caller ID with the data to- 
the message center; 

a microprocessor (see unit 51 from Figure 3) ; 

a memory (see units 52 and 53 from Figure 3) ; 

a comparator (see step 508 from Figure 5) ; and 

a display (see unit 54 from Figure 3) . 

Callaway discloses the data' is a picture (see graphic 
information from abstract) . However, both Callaway and Breeden 
fall short of showing the picture is a non-facsimile picture. 
Additionally, neither Callaway nor Breeden disclose that the- 
picture is received by the communication network. And so, claims 
33 and 3 8 are allowed. 
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The Examiner also submits that the claims are allowable 
over Albert, U.S. Patent No. 5,452,356 in light of Appendix B of 
the submitted Affidavit.
